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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendments filed on May 5, 2008 and on August 27, 
2008. 

2. Claims 1 and 4 through 35 remain in the application, all as amended, either directly or indirectly. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on May 5, 2008 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has broadened the subject matter of original claim 3 before incorporating the 
broadened subject matter into claim 1, thereby introducing new problems under 35 U.S.C. 112, first and 
second paragraphs into claim 1 and all claims depending therefrom. And, while the allowable subject 
matter from original claim 42 has been incorporated into base claim 35 without broadening, claims 35 
through 41 (as well as claims 1 and 4 through 34) still contain idiomatic and other indefiniteness 
problems under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph as noted in greater detail above. 

Specification 

4. Receipt and entry of the amended abstract is hereby acknowledged. 

5. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed 

subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the following is required: 
there is no antecedent basis in the specification for the term "non-magnetic material" as now recited in 
claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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7. Claims 1 and 4 through 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Base claim 1 has been amended to recite "a pump rotor composed of a mass of non-magnetic 
material" but the originally filed specification only provides support for a generic material for the pump 
rotor or for a plastic material for the same. Thus, reciting "a mass of non-magnetic material" constitutes 
new matter in claim 1 and claims 4 through 34 as amended. 

Also, the specification, while mentioning an NTC resistor, still fails to provide a description of an 
NTC or negative temperature coefficient resistor. 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1 through 42 (as amended via the preliminary amendment) are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are still generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English fi-om a foreign document and contain 
grammatical and idiomatic informalities. 

With regard to claim 22 as written, it is not clear which particular sensor configuration(s) is/are 
encompassed by the limitation "a Negative Temperature Coefficient (NTC) resistor". 

Also, for example, it is not clear which components are included and which ones are excluded by 
the limitation "components located in the housing" [claim 41, lines 4-5]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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1 0. Claims 1 and 4 through 34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended without broadening to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, paragraph and 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

1 1 . Claims 35 through 4 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended without broadening to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action without 
broadening.
